EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows:

The 
disclosure of electro-osmosis and electrophoresis mass transport in the paragraph is sufficient 
support for the means-plus-function limitation of claims 22 and 34.
